stay in a rented house. MGRC helped him to get artificial limb and he makes a living by 


selling lottery tickets. MGRC also supply his needed medicines regularly. 
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Radha L. (71) - Kudappanakunnu Panchayat 


Radha suffered a stroke five years ago and became hemiplegic. She needs help 
from others for her daily routine. Her husband is a heart patient. They have one daugh- 


ter and two sons. All of them are married and the family is economically very poor. 


MGRC has provided a wheel chair and keeps supplying the medicines regularly.
